-A Peking message states that the dangerous potentialities of the 
situation in N.E, China are increasing daily.

UChinese Civilisation,” by Marcel

To thoso who, Jike the German 
critic, make a rigid distinction be- 
tween “higher” and “lower” cul- 
tures, the existence of philosophers 
such as Lao Tzu and Confucius 
proves once and far ull that the 
early Chinese were “‘civilised” and 
cannot therefore have possessed any 
of the institutions which are pecu- 
‘Mar to the Ife of the sauvage at the 
present day. To others it will seem 
that tho particular merit of M. 
Granet’s work consists dn his not 
attempting to fit the Chincse into 
any such préconceived classification. 
He shows us a culture whick, though 
composed of factors that fa some 
cases, ‘whether in “civilised” or 
“savage” milicus, hiave their parallel 
to-day, represents a different make- 
up, a different blending of these 
fuclors. Becuugo ‘the Chinese pos- 
sessed philosophy we must not attri- 
bute to them ‘the’ mentality of 
other ‘philosophic nations, such 28 
the Germans and the Greeks; nor, 
in spite of the fact that ritual 
canniballam survived . among them, 
must we assume that thelr pro- 
foundly literary society jwas In 
reality no different from that of the 
head-hunting Papuan. - . 

On the material side abundant 
finds of Neolithic pottery have - in 
recent years rovoluntionised our 
conception of Chinese pre-history;

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School Text Books. 


NE of the most important yesolutions placed before the Rotary 

Convention held in Vienna in June was that which concerned 
n recommendation to Rotary Clubs that they make # sur- 
vey of school text booka in their respective countries and 
communities, and report with regard to mischievous and 
misleading information contuined therein. In the eourse of the 
interesting discussion which followed,- history books, especially, 
canie in for a very great deal of censure. The historian was placed 
in the dock, as it were, and charged with (1) that ho did gloat in 
the bloody victories of one nation over another, and (2) that he did 
instil in the mind of the child, a prejudice agalnist other nations and 
people other than his,own, =” - - 

Qutlining the case for the prosecution, ay the Police’ Court 
reports usually say, an Irish Rotarian said that the kiddies in the 
schools all over the world were being told that the kiddies in the 
next country were enemies of theirs, The text books, he submitted, 
contained accounts of bloody victories of one nation over another, 
and as Jong as that was perpetuated fellowship.and friendship among 
the citizens of the future would be impossible of achievement. 
‘The god of war, he said, must be dethroned, und the achikvements 
of those various countries in things that will better mankind, and 
not destroy it, should be put on the pedestal, s, 

A. Canadian Rotarian expressed, the opinion that-many of the 
histories in the schools were written in such a way ‘that they in- 
stilled in the mind of the child a prejudice against other nations, 
overlooking the fuct, entirely, that battles were fought on one side 
with ‘the very sume courage andthe very sume loyalty as they 
were fought upon the other. A very great deal of the damage was 
being done long before men became Rotarians. He firmly believed 
that histories could be ‘written in such a way as to preserve for the 
child all the heroic actions of the representatives of his own 
country, and preserve them in such a way that id would be food for 
his loyalty, without in any way depreciating the loyalty of other 
nations. 

A Dutch Rotarian maintained that the history text books of 
uny country were written with the aid of coloured spectacles; and 
another Rotarian was said to have stated, when questioned, that 
his greatest difficulty in the way of thinking internationally was 
the history books be had studied at sehool, — ; 

These views muy be suid to have closed the case for the prose: 
cution, and the only plea of justification advanced by .the historian 
was, “L have a public sentiment to deal with, and F cannot go beyond 
the public sentiment.” 

The Court declined to convict the historian, and sagely refark- 
ed that it should be Rotary’s endeavour to educate the public senti- 
“ment, so that the professional educationalist, who knows what is 
wrong, would huve a public sentiment upon which to base his 
criticism. ‘ : . 

In this respect, Commissioner James, of the Madras Rotary 
Club, stated that such work: was already being done silently but 

| efficiently by the League of Nations itself. ,And there tho matter 
rests for the present. But it is heartening to know that somcthing 
ix really being done in a matter of such extreme importance. For, 
in these days, whon the cry is for facts, it is embarrassing to have 
to meet such a statement as follows which was made by. a Dutch 
‘Rotarian — “There was once,not many yenrs ago, a little country 
called Denmark, that conquered: England, You read about that in 
the Danish books. If you read tho English books, it is very dif- 
ficult to find anything about it.”

“Every Friday night I addressed 
a couple of hundred men, who were 
tho untouchables—mombors of the 
Western society, To look at them 
wns to see dereliction, .They looked 
liked lost sheep,’ and among them 
were men who had been lawyers, 
doctors, not only of medicine and 
divinity, but of science also.” 

Rotten on the Dole. 

Speaking about Walsall, Stafford- 
shire, his last pariah before coming 
to the Knat,, Mr. Tribbeck said 
Walsall’s population was of ‘the 
working class. He was in charge 
of three Churches, He had seen 
men go mad__with the shame of 
being out of work, and he had seen 
them soing morally, rotten on the 
dole. Walsall, called the. town of a 
hundred trades, is in the midst of 
industrial England. Its main trade 
{a leather, but since the motor car 
has displaced the horse Walsall has 
become out of the way. 

“IT was proud,” he remarked,” to 
be associated with men—businesa 
men—who were trying: to make a 
mighty effort to readapt themselves 
to new conditions and to find new 
markets." In the midst of all its 
troubles and unemployment Walsall 
always could organise some’ of the 
finest concerts. It had two wonder- 
ful cholra, 

Reverting to Manchester he said 
he had a terrific admiration for the 
members of the medical profession, 
who gave their services to the folk - 
of the slums, often free of charge. 
The ministers and doctors always 
worked together,

Asked -by our representative what 
Impression he formed on arriving 
in our harbour, Mr. Tribbeck sald 
that they arrived at night time, and 
Hong Kong was “fatryland.”

CAR FITTINGS. 


Gadgets That Bring 
Ease and Comfort. 


{By Violette Cordcry.} 

In the great majority of cages 
when you buy a car you have to 
purchase it complete with body, 
together with fs atundard fittings. 
ft is only In the chse of seme of 
{he more expensive cars that you 
have an opportunity of obtaining a 
body furnished throughout te your 
own personal wishes. 

Many people accuse my nex of 
caring only for the body and net 
paying sufficient attention to the 
chassis of the car. While I agree 
that the chassis facof the greatest 
importance, 1 also agree | with 
\women that. the body is of equal 
importance. 

After all, one expects every 
modern chassis to be, as Ike ns two 
Eins from the point of view of re- 
linbility, performance, and se forth 
in their respective clasacs. You 
have more or leas to live in the 
body of the car nnd not the chassis, 
so that the furnishing and ftments 
of the body deserve quite as much 
uttention to detuil as the chassis. 

In the ordinary way, 05 I have 
suid, you have to take more or jess 
what one js offercd 48 standard 
equipment, which these days is for- 
tunately fairly complete. You are 
entitled lo expect the equipment of 
a modern car to include a lock, 
speedometer, oil gauge, lighting 
and starting switches, and = pro- 
bably a dash light. 

Nets For Parcels. 

Usually ane or twa pockets and 
possibly amall companion con- 
taining a mirror are also provided. 
Jn, addition to these standard fit 
tings, it is possible to have the fol- 
lowing fitted at a very little extr® 
expense, and which will be. found 
n great heljr and ‘eomfort—a_ dim- 
mer or dipper for the headlights 
(and fitted in such a position that 
ft requires the  lenst effort to 
manipulate), a net (if a saloon) in 
the reef. ‘This will be found moat 
handy and ean be duplicated above 
the back seats as well. These nee 
carry an incredible amount of light 
and troublesome — articles which 
usually find their way on to the 
floor. 

A small lamp of the dash light 
type may be fitted inside the bon- 
net on the side where the magneto 
or coi) and carburettor are placed. 
Ii these are on opposite sides of 
the engine, then it is better to 
have x lamp fitted on each side of 
the engine, It will then be found 
that in the case of some small ad- 
justmeént, such as cleaning a spark: 
ing plug at night, that it will save 
both time. and trouble. Although 
it is a very excellent plan to carry 
a hnnd-torch in the equipment of 
toels, this is oveasionally run down 
or missing when looked for. 

While on the subject of lights, 
1 think a roof light in the centre 
of the saloon, if not already fitted 
tg standard, could be fitted. 

The latest type of rubber mat- 
ting mukes quite an excellent car- 
pet, and helps both to quieten, and 
apparently lessen, the vibration in 
the car. 

One thing that I, am personally 
very keen about {is to keep those 
tools . which sre most fre- 
quently used in a position where 
they can be readily got at without 
having to forage in the tool box. 

For instance, it is often possible 
for a small bracket or two to be 
plnced under the bonnet to carry 
your jack, handle, wheel-spanner, 
or brace. This means that you 
have only to lift the bonnet to ob- 
tain all tools necessary for chang- 
ing tyres. 

It is very handy also to arrange 
to keep your plug spanner ond & 
sparking plug where you can get 
at it without having to resort to 
the tool box; and perhi#ps add to 
your plug spanner and plug a 
medium. sized shifting spanner 
which will den} temporarily with 
most nuts and bolts on the car that 
many require attention. 

Jt is an excellent thing for ao 
woman to carry a palr of old loose 
gloves in one of the pockets of tho 
car. This practice will save a deal 
of trouble in cleaning the hands at 
the end of the day. It is also use- 
ful to carry in the same pocket 
some rag. : 

A blind fitted over the back win- 
dow of the car—if o suloon—pre- 
vonta the glare of the hendlights 
from oncoming cars producing 
dazzle on the windscreen.
